FIND MAN DRUGGED IN TAXI; 
MYSTERIOUS WOMAN IN CASE. 


Victim Placed in Car by Fair Com- 
panion and Sent to Station—Says He 
Lost Watch and Money. 


A man believed to be Charles W. Moore of 
the firm of Fuller & Meanor, court reporters, 
6 North Clark street, was taken to the South 
Clark street police station late last night in 
a serious condition from the effects of chloral. 

O. A. Hopkina, a eur for the Walden 
W. Shaw company, took him to the police 

He stated that a woman had hailed him at 
Madison street and Wabash avenue, had 
given him $1.30 and two keys, and told him 
to take the man to the police station. 

There was no money and no jewelry or 
watch. The police believe that Moore was 
drugged and robbed. 

Shortly after he wae taken to the station a 
woman called up on the telephone and asked 
his condition. On being told that he might 
die she disconnected. 

Moore was removed to St. Luke’s hospital, 
where he said: “I met a Miss Polson of 
Springfield, III., at East Thirty-fifth street 
and Indiana avenue. We had some drinks. 
That's all I remember.” 


He said that he had had a watch and $18 
when he met the woman. 


WOMEN MAY SWIM 
IN BLOOMER SUITS 


Judge Gemmill Approves 
Dress Worn by Dr. Rosalie 
Ladova at Park Beach. 


CRITICISM FOR THE MEN. 


Judge Gemmill in Hyde Park court yester- 
day handed down a decision which, if re- 
spected by the judges of Chicago's other 
Municipal courts, will make the bloomer 
bathing suit not only proper in Chicago, but 
perfectly legal. 

The decision was arrived at In the now 
more or less famous case of the state of IIll- 
nois (impersonated by Beach Censor Walter 
Straight) against Dr. Rosalie Ladova, who 
resides at 1879 Hast Fifty-seventh street, had 
appeared at the Jackson park bathing beach 
clad in a bathing suit which included both 
skirtand bloomers. After entering the water 
she unbuttoned the skirt and swam about 
in the bloomers alone. 

Censor Straight was rowed out to Dr. 
Ladova's side and tried to arrest her. This 
he was unable to do until she returned to 
the sands to put on her skirt. 


“Quite Modest,” Says Judge. 

The case was heard in all its branches by 
Judge Gemmilk In the end he concluded 
what Dr. Ladova had done was not disorderly 
conduct, which was the charge the policeman 
had made against her. 

„ don’t think the doctor’s bathing suit was 
disorderly,’ said the judge. The mere fail- 
ure to wear an article of clothing prescribed 
by the beach rules does not constitute a viola- 
tion of the decenciesa. Policemen at beaches 
should exercise some discretion. Often per- 
sons appear at beaches clad in all of the 
clothes that the beach rules prescribe and 
still decidedly indecent in appearance. Dr. 
Ladova’s suit was quite modest. No one but 
a prude could object to it.” 


Calls Men’s Suits Indecent. 

Mrs. L. Brackett Bishop, who is Dr. La- 
dova's friend, was so delighted by the de- 
cision she kissed the doctor emphatically on 
both cheeks. 

“If Beach Censor Straight is looking for 
an opportunity to exercise his talents in the 
| detection of indecency,” said Mrs. Bishop, 
“let him make a few observations among 
the men who go bathing at the Chicago Beach 
hotel every day. 

Halt of the costumes one sees men wear- 
ing there are improper. Usually the trunks 
are too short., The appearance of these men 
is so offensive that not only women but men 
are shocked. These bathers wear the regu- 
lation uniform, and they seem to think that 
fact gives them the right to display them- 
selves in any part of the beach. Women in 
bathing suits usually have the modesty to 
stay in the water. These men don't. They 
loll about on the beach for hours at a time. 


Ridicules Men’s Figures. 

“This sort of thing might be excusable 
if the appearance of the men was worthy 
of respect from an artistic standpoint. But 
it ien’t. The fellows who do the most sand 
bathing are the chaps who possess the 
scrawniest figures. Mere shame of posses- 
sion ought to lead these men to immerse 
their deformities in the water which, like 


j charity, covers up a multitude of sina.”

GET FIRST CLEW 
TO SLAYERS OF 
BENNIE HOLSTEIN 


Police Begin Search for Two 
Negroes Seen at Place 
Where Boy Was Killed,

DISAPPEARED ON JULY 21 


Found Stripped of Clothes, Bound 
and Gagged, and with Bul- 
let in Head. 


INDICATIONS OF STRUGGLE SEEN 


The body of Bennie Holstein, a 14 year old 
boy, whose parents live at 2385 Hamburg 
street, yesterday was found bound, gagged, 
and with a bullet through the head Ina lone- 
ly field near West One Hundred and eight- 
eenth street and Prospect avenue, fifteen 
miles from his home. A few hours’ investi- 
gation of the mystery disclosed the trail of 
the boy’s murderers, believed to be negroes, 
leading straight back to the heart of Chi- 
cogo, and finally losing itself in the alleys in 
the vicinity of Fifth avenue and Madison 
street. 

The condition of the boy’s body showed 
that he had beed dead about a week. This ta]- 
lies with the fact that he disappeared on 
July 21. Beside his body was found a news- 
paper of that date. The boy was lying on his 
face. His Norfolk jacket had been c-um- 
pled up fora pillow. The body was stripped 
of its clothes. The suspenders had been used 
to knot the hands behind the back. A piece 
of the boy’s coat sleeve had been utilized as 
a gag. Near the body were a few empty 
beer bottles and the heel of a shoe marked 
“Hanan.” These two articles and the news- 
paper were the only clews the slayers had 
left behind them. 


Engine Rumble Drowns Sounds. 

The place where the body was found is 
known locally as the jungle.“ It is a deso- 
late spot visited occasionally in the summer- 
time by berry pickers. It is a net work of 
brambles, shrubbery, and vines. The tracks 
of the Outer Belt Line pags a few score 
yards away, and the noise of the engines 
drowns all sounds. 

Edward Schmitt, a delivery boy for Mar- 
shall Field & Co., passed the spot yesterday 
at 11:30 a. m. in the company’s delivery truck. 
He had with him a friend, John Rudd of 
Morgan Park. They saw great clusters of 
wild berries hanging from the vines. 

This looks like a good place to have 
lunch, said Schmitt to his companion. 
Let's get off and try some of these berries. 


Discover Body of Boy. 

The two descended from the machine. They 
had gone but a short distance when their 
noses were assaulted by an odor. 

Something dead, said Schmitt. 
look around.“ 

The body of Bennie Holstein brought their 
search to am end. In terrur they ran from 
the bushes. They climbed back into their 
car and drove at top speed to the Morgan 
Park police Station. 

A party of detectives was assigned to the 
grewsome task of overlooking the body. In 
one of the pockets they found a boys school 
certificate—the kind of a certificate that every 
Chicago boy has to have before he can get a 
job. It was made out in the name of Bennie 
Holstein and the address was given. 


Missing Since July 21. 

Inquiry at the Bernstein home, which ig 
on the other side of the city, brought out 
the fact that Bennie had been missing sincé 
July 21. 

He went downtown to look for a job,“ 
said the boy's father, Daniel Holstein, a 
Hungarian Jew and a peddier. *“ We never 
saw him efterward.” 

The police took Holstein and returned to 
the place where the body lay. 

My God.“ said the father, those are his 
clothes.” 

He broke into loud weeping. 

„% How can it be?! he said. What can I 
do? My boy is gone. Here ere his clothes. 
They say he is dead. It can't be true. To- 
day we get a post card from Waukegan say- 
ing Bennie is working there. 1 take some 
of the clothes home. Bennie’s mother will 
know.“ 


Mother Identifies Clothing. 

The father gathered up some of the boy's 
belongings—his cap, hie necktie, a piece of 
his shirt. Again the weary journey to 2335 
Hamburg street. With hands that balked 
at the task the father laid the bits of cloth- 
ing before the mother. Three weeks ago 
she had given birth to a baby. 

“ They are Bennie's! shrieked the moth- 
er. “He is dead!“ 

She fainted. 

Meanwhile the father’s statement about 
the information that had come to him from 
Waukegan about Bennie having a job there 
was being investigated. 

The postcard was shown by the father. On 
ite back was a picture of the main street of 
Waukegan at night. On the other side were 
the words, I am working here, Bennie,” 
The addrees was. Mrs. Holetein, 22385 Ham- 
burgere street, Chicago, lil.” The writing had 
been done with a bad pen by some one who 
apparently didn't know how to bell Ham- 
burs.” a 

Boy Friend Sends Post Card. 

Inquiry disclosed that Sam Holstein, the 16 
year old brother of the dead boy, and Sam 
Bddelson, aged 19, of 1639 Campbell street, 
a friend, had gone to Waukegan. While the 
police were working on this phase of the 
case the two Sams returned. They were 
shown the postcard.

GET 12 SLOT MACHINES. 


State’s Attorney Hoyne Eludes 
Reporter Who Seeks to Ask 
if He Will Prosecute 
the Cases. 


The sheriff's office began a campaign yes- 
terday against slot machines in the suburbe, 
following close on Tun TRIBUNE'S exposure 
of flagrant gambling in outlying villages last 
Saturday and Sunday. Six saloonkeepers 
were arrested by the sheriff's deputies and 
twelve slot machines confiscated in the town 
of Cicero. 

The saloonkeepers will be tried on Aug. 6 
by Justice of the Peace Arthur Kendall in 
Oak Park. The offense against the laws of 
Iilinots which the men are charged with is 
having a gambling device in their posses- 
sion. It is up to the state's attorney to pros- 
ecute these men against whom the sheriff 
has evidence. THe Trisuns tried to reach 
State's Attorney Hoyne yesterday afternoon 
and last night to inquire ff he would enforce 
the law against gambling in the suburbe. 
Mr. Hoyne successfully eluded a reporter 
and consistently refused to come to the tele- 
phone when called.

Enter Each Village Saloon. 

Four deputy sheriffse—V. C. Rohm, Thomas 
Mackey, Frederick Higgins, and Morris Wil- 
son—chartered a three ton automobile truck 
and went to Cicero at 6am. Armed with 
“John Doe warrants d search war- 
rants, they entered each saloon in the vil- 
lage. 

Im some of the barrooms the machines 
were. in operation. In others the preprietors 
feared r after the expose in Tun Tarsus 
last Saturday and had stored the innocent 
gambling devices away. The deputies started 
in at the basements of the Saloons and 
proceeded upward in their search. 

A large bulldog was stationed in one base- 
ment at the side of the slot machine. It was 
necessary for the deputies to overpower the 
dog before the machine could be carried out 
and loaded into the truck. 

Machines were found in cellars, under beds, 
in saloon ice boxes, behind cabinets in the 
kitchens of the proprietors and almost every- 
where a Dewey slot machine could be hidden 
away. ö 


Conflscate Twelve Machines. 

Forty-two saloons, in all, were viaited by 
the deputies. The machines were loaded 
into the auto truck and the warrants served 
on the proprietors. When the deputies had 
finished their search late in the afternoon 
they had eleven large machines and one 
small one in their truck. 

The siot machines. most of them manu- 
factured by the Mills Novelty company, 
which also made the machines that operated 
feariegsiy in Lyons last week, were taken 
to the police station in Oak park and will be 
kept there until after the trial of the pro- 
prietors. Then they will be destroyed by the 
sheriff.

Fake Raids Exposed. 

Slot machines which pay big profits to the 
owners of the apparatus and the saloon- 
keepers have been operating openly in Lyons, 
Forest Park, West Hammond, Cicero, and 
other suburbs for several weeks. Fake 
raids have been pulled off from time to time 
by the local police of the villages, but noth- 
ing ever came of the raids. 

THE TRIBUNE found slot machines in al- 
most every one of the :wenty-three saloons 
in Lyons. The proprietors boasted that they 
would be “ tipped off if their places were 
to be raided for machines. In Lyons, the 
machines get a good share of the wages of 
working foreigners. 

Chief Deputy Charles Peters said the raids 
in Cicero marked the beginning of a cam- 
paign against the machines by the sheriff's 
office. Sheriff Zimmer is away on a vaca- 
tion. 

Deputy Mackey said the machines in use 
in Cicero were made by the Mills Novelty 
company, 221 South Green street.

Winnetka Citizens Send Postal Cards to 
Board of Review Attacking Assess- 
ments on Property. 


Two Winnetka neighbors perhaps had a 
quarrel yesterday. Each complained that 
the other was a tax dodger.”” Their postal 
ecards arrived at the same time in the offices 
of the board of review. One reads:

Nogales, Arts., July 28.—The federal gun - 
beat Tampico was destroyed today by «4 
bomb dropped from an aeroplane over Guay- 
mas harbor, according to an official Mexican 
insurgent message. 

It was said Aviator Didier Masson made 
three flights over the harbor before he suc- 
ceeded in hitting the boat. 

Gov. Ignacio Pesqueira received word of 
the reported insurgent victory, while: he 
was on the way north from Hermesillo. He 
was met at Nogales, Sonora, by José May- 
torena, the Sonora governor, who has been 
at Tucson, Ariz., leaving the affairs of state 
with Pesqueira. 

It was said that the two would confer 
regarding either elections or turning over 
the government to Maytorena. 

The insurgent investment of Guaymas was 
resumed today and a second column was te 
be pushed forward tonight, under cover of 
darkness, reinforcing the extreme front. 
which is composed of 2,000 men, half of them 
Yaquis. 


PEACE SPURNED; U. 8. MUST ACT. 
BY JOHN CALLAN O'LAUGHLIN. 

Washington, D. C., July 28.—(Special.j—~ 
The Mexican situation, so far as the United 
States is concerned, has been further com- 
plicated by the refusal of President Huerta, 
head of the provisional government, and 
Gen. Carranza, leader of the revolutionists, 
to agree to American mediation. 

This refusal greatly embarrasses the ad- 
ministration. It does not want to adopt 
the remaining alternative, that of military 
intervention. 

The chances are President Wilson will 
renew his mediation proposal through an 
American commission and in order to force 
the Mexicans to assent will point out thé 
danger to their country of the continuance 
of a fratricidal war. 


Ammunition for the Rebels. 

One of the disclosures of the day was an 
account of the smuggling of 480,000 rounds 
of ammunition across the Mexican border in 
Texas to the Carranzistas. 

The ammunition came from some point in 
the north in cars and concealed under deep 
layers of coal. Part of the consignment was 
held up in El Paso by the United States cus- 
toms officials, who discovered the ammuni- 
tion after most of it had passed over the 
border. It is supposed that the supplies were 
destined for the use of the insurrectos be- 
sieging the federal troops in Juarez. 

The customs authorities reported the mat- 
ter to the department of justice, but the dis- 
trict attorney in Texas has refused to insti- 
tute a prosecution for violation of the law 
prohibiting the shipment of arms to the 
rebels. The administration recently consid- 
ered the advisability of repealing this law 
or of shutting off supplies of arms to Huerta. 


President Rejects Wilson’s Plan. 

Ambassador Wilson held only a short con- 
ference with the president this afternoon, 
but from all accounts he took advantage of 
every minute. He plain told the chief ex- 
ecutive that recognition of President Huerta 
is the only solution short of intervention. 

The president emphatically said he never 
would recognize a government founded on 
rourder. 

S80 Ambassador Wilson has lost the first 
move in the great international game that is 
being played in Washington. 

With the question of Huerta’s recognition 
finally disposed of, the president and the 
secretary of state are forced to consider the 
Mexican situation as a whole and decide ex- 
actly what to do. 


Two Critical Questions Involved. 

This involves consideration not only of 
a domestic conflict being fought on our 
doorstep but the lack of protection to Amer- 
ican and other foreign citizens and interests 
and the damage they have suffered and are 
suffering. 

It involves also the duty the United States 
owes to foreign nations which are unwilling 
to interfere themselves because of appre- 
hension of complications with the United 
States. 

Great Britain and two other governments 
already have politely requested the United 
States to take note of the conditions in Mex- 
leo and to act in a fashion which will assure 
the restoration of peace and order and the 
protection of their subjects and interests. 

The five nations which recently joined in 


a note of protest against the attitude of the 


United States, it developed today. were 
Great Britain, France, Italy, Spain, an 
Beigium. Germany, according to the latest 
information, declined to join in the note be- 
cause of its reflection upon this govet ntment. 
Im view of all the circumstances the presi- 
dent fees he must act. He destres to go to 
the limit of peaceful endeavor, but he 
realizes in consequence of the outrages per- 
petrated upon Americans and other foreign- 
ers, including the shooting of United States 
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Immigration Inspector Dixon, that if friendly 

counsel should be rejected, sterner measures 
must be taken. 

The president would regret exceedingly 
to order armed intervention, but it is a pos- 
sibility which looms on the international 
horizon. 

So far as the Dixon incident is concerned 
it is on the way toa satisfactory adjustment. 
Through the American charge d’affairs in 
Mexico City, the Huerta government has ex- 
pressed profound regret for the occurrence, 
has declared that the soldiers who did the 
shooting acted as individuals and not under 
orders, and it has ordered their arrest and 
immediate trial. In addition steps will be 
taken to prevent a recurrence of such out- 
rages. 

This acquiescence in the demands of Secre- 
tary Bryan is quite satisfactory to the ad- 
ministration, but it feels the effect of the 
Dixon case will be to increase the feeling 
in this country that there must be inter- 
vention. 


Huerta Faces a Crisis. 

The Huerta government apparently under- 
stands it is facing a crigis in its relations 
with the United States. According ‘to the 
American embassy, it is making every effort 
to put an end to anti-American expressions in 
the press and is making public such informa- 
tion as is calculated to allay the resentment 
against the United States and stop anti- 
American demonstrations. 

Some anxiety is still felt here about the 
cases of Charles Bissell and an Englishman 
mamed MacDonald, who are reported in the 
bands of federals near Chihuahua and under 
Sentence of death. 

Urgent demand has been made by repre- 
sentatives of the Unitéd States at Chihuahua 
for the immediate release of both men. Pas- 
cual Orixico is in command of the federals 
in the vicinity of Chihuahua, and it is not 
believed he will do anything but accede to 
the demands of the United States. 

While communication with Chihuahua is 
most irregular, it is known at the state de- 
partment that its instructions were received 
there Saturday afternoon. In the absence 
of any advices to the contrary, it is believed 
the two men are safe, even though it is not 
definitely known that they are released. 


Snap Judgment on Mediation? 

The administration is inclined to believe 
that the leaders of the Mexican factions took 
snap judgment upon the suggestion to permit 
American mediation. 

The replies from both Huerta and Carran- 
sa, which came through reliable channels, 
were both couched in extremely courteous 
and friendly terms and indicated a realiza- 
tion of the deep interest of this government 
in the situation. 

Huerta is convinced that if he were recSe- 
nized he would be able to get money and 
it would not be long before he would control 
the entire country. Gen. Carranza declines 
to deal with a man who acquired office in 
the manner Huerta did. He believes if the 
United States would allow him to receive 
arms it would not be long before his troops 
eccupy Mexico City. 

Apparently the two Mexican leaders are 
irreconcilable. But the president still hopes 
that further representations will cause them 
to reconsider and that by a process of slow 
diplomatic negotiations they will be brought 
to realize that in the interest of their com- 
mon country they must make an agreement 
whereby peace can be brought about. 

If the well intentioned efforts of the ad- 
ministration should fail, this government 
ean say to Mexico and the whole world: 

“We did our best to effect an amicable 
setticinent of the Mexican conflict. We 
failed. The outrages on Americans and 
ether foreigners continued. An American 
official was wantonly shot. It is evident 
peace cannot be secured unless a third power 
should intervene. This the United States 
regrets to do, but the interests of humanity 
and of all foreign citizens and properties, 
including those of the United States, re- 
quire it. 


Soliition Sure if Huerta Quits. 

There is one way in which intervention 
could be avoided and the situation clarified, 
at least for a time. That is by the retire- 
ment of President Huerta. The financial in- 
terests in Mexico have become convinced that 
Huerta will not be accorded recognition by 
this government. Such refusal means that 
he will not be able to fill his depleted treasury 
through ioans. It follows that his expulsion 
from office will be a matter of a few months 


In view of this situation, the financial in- 
terests have taken action to apply pressure 
to him in the hope of inducing him to retire. 
Huerta probably will refuse. Undoubtedly 
he would prefer to accept the mediation pro- 
posal of the president. 

His retirement would be hailed, of course, 
with satisfaction by the administration offi- 
clals here, as they believe with him out of 
power the mediation proposal would be 
adopted by his successor. 

President Wilson’s conference with Am- 
bassador Wilson lasted exactly fifty minutes. 
Upon its termination the president requested 
the ambassador not to repeat what had been 
said, and also directed him to remain in 
Washington for the present. 


Confer on Rail Situation. 

Mr. Bryan also had conferences with N. E. 
Brown, president of the Mexican National 
railway system, and Oscar Baniff, a promi- 
nent Mexican financier, who has been urging 
mediation as an indication of the serious- 
ness of the genera! situation. It is said that 
less than half of the 10,000 miles of the Na- 
tional railways are in use. 

A meeting of the cabinet is expected to be 
called tomorrow, when the president will sub- 
mit the decision he has reached for the criti- 
cism of his advisers. It is hoped that by to- 
morrow night it will be possible tc issue a 
statement explaining the policy of the ad- 
ministration.

FRIEND DEFENDS 
DIPLOMAT WILSON 


Stephen Bonsal Says Recog- 
nize Regime to Get Peace 
Out of Mexican Chaos. 


THINKS HUERTA SINCERE. 


Asserts Good Government Is 
Within Grasp if U. S. Follows 
Lead of Other Nations.

Washington, D. C., July 28.—[ Special. }—So 
much that is vague, extravagant, and un- 
authorized has been published in the last 
twenty-four hours concerning the plan which 
Ambassador Wilson has submitted to the 
president for the purpose and in the hope 
of staying the imminent collapse of civilized 
conditions in Mexico that it is perhaps per- 
missibie for one who has shared a few of the 
ambaséador’s lesser vicissitudes and who is 
conversant with some of his views on the 
situation, while wholly ignorant as to the 
contents or tenor of his official communi- 
cations, to endeavor to stem the misinformed 
imaginative flood and find out where we 
are at. 

Mr. Wilson has no concern to perfect Gen. 
Huerta’s title to the presidency or to heighten 
his prestige, particularly, either at home 
or abroad. He has in view the pacification 
of Mexico and the removal of all causes of 
friction between that unfortunate republic, 
ourselves, and all civilized powers who have 
citizens and interests in the land between 
the Rio Grande and the Guatemalacan moun- 
tain. 


Regards Huerta Best Peace Agent. 
He regards Gen. Huerta as the most avail- 
able agent for this pacification. 


to give the strongest guarantees to the United 
States government if recognition is given, or 
now promised to be given immediately after 
the event, that he will hold elections in all 
but the three provinces of the country which 
he does not control at some time toward the 
end of October; that he will further covenant 
not to permit his name to go before the peo- 
ple at this election, and that as soon as it can 
be done in an orderly fashion he will vacate 
the palace and return to private life. 

His rival in the tragic week,“ as the Mex- 
icans call it, Gen. Felix Diaz, is, having been 
appointed ambassador to Japan, about to 
disappear from the political scene, and so it 
will be easy as well as congenial to Gen. 
Huerta for him to do the same. 

Without military interference at the polls, 
which he pledges, Gen. Huerta is said to be 
of the opinion that the leaders of the new 
Libertl party. Manuel Calero and Flores 
Magon, will be victorious by large and over- 
whelming majorities. 


Calera Is Well Known. 

Calero is a familiar name and his is a fa- 
miliar figure in Washington. His admission 
in the Mexican congress that he had lied 
about Mexican conditions to the state de- 
partment for six months is an offense by no 
means an exceptional one, which has long 
been condoned. He is an exceedingly able 
lawyer and is as conversant with our instie 
tutions as Mr. Bryan himself. 

For years Calero was sent to the Uni@d 
States by the elder Diaz to report on party 
conventions, general elections, and all the 
machinery of popular government. 

Florez Magon is not to be mistaken ror 
his idealistic brother. who planned to start 
an arcadia in lower California with funds 
from the Industrial Workers of the World, 
and who, falling foul of our neutrality laws. 
spent a number of months in Ak atraz prison. 
This Florez Magon was a member of the 
Madero cabinet, the most practical and suc. 
cessful of the unfortunate president's ad- 
visers. It thought that he would se- 
cure the support of Ernesto Madero and 
probably a large number of constitutional- 
ists.

Peace Not an Easy Matter. 
To accomplish this transfer will not be 
easy, bigt-it is a way out without armed in- 
tervention, which would be a great dis- 
turbance to our economic life, even if things 
should shape themselves accorcing to the 
views of the most optimistic prophets. 
There are only two courses open to us, and 
here the people who know Mexico and who 
disagree on so many details stand pretty 
well together. 
One course is the recognition of Huerta, if 
merely for the purpose of effecting a trans- 
fer of the executive power, and the other 18 
intervention in the most sweeping and all- 


Mediation is a hybrid between the two. It 
cannot be undertaken without recognizing 
Huerta and it might lead to intervention in 
the most unfavcrable form. 

If we will only realize that Huerta con- 
trois the situation in three quarters of the 
country and that he may not control any of 
it three months hence, we might take time 
by the forelock. and avail ourselves of the 
bridge which he apparently cffers to build 
across the sea of troubie. by which at pres- 
ent we are all confronted and in which we 
may become involved.

State's Attorney Maclay Hoyne made pub- 
lic last evening a letter of instructions he 
had sent to his various assistants. The let- 
ter follows: 

Early Sunday morning on the 14th day 
of July Max Annenberg, circulation manager 
of THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE, a notorious gun 
man and slugger, shot down in the public 
highway, without provocation or excuse, a 
citizen named Alexander Belford. 

Before any steps had been taken by the 
state’s attorney looking towards the gather- 
ing of evidence and the preparation for the 
prosecution of Annenberg, a meeting was 
held in The Tribune building at 4 o’clock Sun- 
day afternoon at which were present R. R. 
McCormick, Edward S. Beck, and other offi- 
cers and employés of THE TRIBUNE. 

At this meeting it was decided to make 
Annenberg's case THE TRIBUNE'S case. On 
the day following R. R. McCormick in a 
conversation with Edward 8. Beck, the 
managing editor of THE TRIBUNE, said in 
substance: 

As soon as the state’s attorney took 
up the Annenberg case and showed his teeth, 
THE TRIBUNE would begin to run a series 
of cartoons and newspaper articles showing 
the state's attorney in the position of protect- 


‘ing gambling and an effort would be made to 


have something sensational ever day.’ 

“It was further sald that these cartoons 
and news articies should picture the want 
and suffering of women and children by 
reason of the gambling by husbands and 
fathers and the state’s attorney should be 
placed in the attitude of being responsible 
for this condition. 

“With that information in my posses- 
sion I remained silent until it became appar- 
ent to me. as it has to you, that the program 
was carried out. You are hereby instructed 
to treat THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE and its sup- 
porters and other employés as you would 
other persons associations who are in 
sympathy with crime or criminals, and to 
refuse to hold any interviews with them or 
to give them any information concerning 
this office. 

If Tue TRIBUNE has any legitimate busi- 
ness with the. state’s attorney's office, the 
personally. These instructions are for your 
own personal protection as well as that of 
states attcrney wil) handle that business 
the office. 

“It is quite apparent from a reading of 
the columns of Tuz CHICAGO TRIBUNE for 
the last few week that anything an assist- 
ant statt's attorney says will be distorted 
and will be misrepresented.

Mrs. Esther Detchon was awarded a de- 
cree of divorce from Seymour G. Detchon, 
wealthy real estate dealer, by Judge Adelor 
J. Petit in Circuit court yesterday, after 
having effected a private alimony arrange- 
ment by which she received about $150,000 
of real estate and other property. Detchon 
entered no contest of his wife's suit after 
jurisdictional questions had been decfde4 
against him. 

The suit was begun in August, 1911, and 
for nearly two years Detchon fought the 
case, contending he was not an Illinois resi- 
dent and could not be forced to defend his 
suit here The issue was pending before 
Master in Chancery 8. B. Jamieson wheo 
he defaulted and entered into the alimony 


arranggment. 
On Statutory Charges. 

The decree was granted on statutory 
charges after Mrs. Detchon and a private 
detective, William D. Soule, told of Detchon’s 
relations with another woman in New York. 
Mrs. Detchon was represented by her coun- 
sel, Attorney James F. Bishop, and Detchon 
was represented by Attorney N. K. Anderson 
of the law firm of Anderson & Eaton. 

“We separated in March, 1911.“ Mrs. 
Detchon testified. ‘I ceased tolive with him 
after I discovered he had been unfaithful to 
me He has admitted to me hie relations 
with other women.” 

Soule testified on April 14, 1911, Detchon 
registered with another woman at Breton 
Hall, a hotel in New York. The womans 
name was not revealed in the testimony. 


She Admits Receiving Land. 

Mrs. Detchon was closely questioned by 
tho court as to her alimony settlement. She 
admitted she received $96,000 of land, con- 
sisting of five sections in Saskatchewan, 
their residence at 538 Hawthorne place, vai- 
ued at about $50,000, and furniture said to 
be valued at about $15,000. 

Mr. Bishop explained to the court nearly 
all of Detchon's property is outside of the 
state and beyond the jurisdiction of the 
court. and that the settlement was the best 
arrangement which could be made between 
the parties for the benefit of Mrs. Detchon.

Merriam should ask 
for such an appropriation.’’ said Chairman 
Richert of the finance committee. His 
main object seems to be to belittle the action 
of the council of a week ago.“ 

After the speech making the aldermen de- 
cided against suspending the rules by a Vote 
of 25 to 40. The resolution was referred to 
the finance committee. 

“If it is reported in next Wednesday at 
the next meeting.“ said Merriam, then two 
members of the council can prevent its con- 
sideration.” 

The council on that date is scheduled to 
adjourn for the summer. 

Another resolution of Merriam sought to 
direct the investigating commfteé to con- 
eder the recommendations of the old Mer- 
riam commission and apply them, if feasible. 
Again the council declined to Suspend ite 
rules to adopt the resolution. Thé vote was 
24 to 38. 


Order Calls for Records. 

Before the council awoke to a realization 
of the plans of Ald. Mérriam it adopted one 
of his resolutions requiring all officials and 
employés to produce records and give any 
information which the investigating commit- 
tee shall request. Ald. Merriam explained 
that public hearings would be necessary to 
get all of the facts. 

Chairman Richert of thé finance committee, 
who has been assigned the duty of appoint- 
ing the other three members of the commit- 
tee, said last night he will make announce- 
ment of his selections next Wednesday aft- 
ernoon. 

Despite the failure of the committee to 
appropriate money for the city hall inquiry. 
it appropriated $10,000 for an investigation of 
the garbage question. There is also pending 
a recommendation of the finance committee 
that $15,000 be appropriated for starting work 
on the harbor construction. That will come 
up for final action at the next méeting.

by Gov. Dunne today. 

Mr. Jennings takes the place vacated by 
Ethan Allen Snively. He takes it at the 
vehement protest of Mr. Snively, all of Mr. 
Sniveiy’s Sangamon county friends—includ- 
ing the chief Demoeratic organ of the down- 
State, the Illinois State Register—practicaily 
all of the downstate Democratic press, and 
the other country newspapers as weil. 

Snively has been the friend ab court of the 
downstate newspapers in Springfield for 
years, officially as chairman of the legiéla- 
‘tive committee of the Illihdis Press aseo- 
ciation and as the minority and Democratic 
member of the state board of pardons since 
its creation in 1897 by appointment of Govs. 
Tanner, Yates, and Denéén. 


Disclosures in Appointmenta, 
These three big items stick out of the long 
list of appointments announced by the gov- 
ernor: 


The appointment ot Jennings and the 
enforced retirement of Snively. — 

The failure of thé governor to announce 
the appointment of Rufus M. Potts as 
insurance commissioner. 

The flat and terse refusal of H. 8. Tan- 
ner of Paris, Edgar county; to accept 
the chairmanship of the new good roads 
commission, which has the spending of 
$1,100,000 in two years in starting good 
roads building in the state. 


There seems to be some story behind the 
declination of Tanner. Tanner, who is a 
Democratic leader in Ddgar county, was 
here Saturday morning. At that time he 
was reported to have been anxious to get the 
appointment. At 11 o’clock when Jim” 
Wilson of Woosung, former Democratic 
house leader, had been assured the job, he 
tried to reach Tanner at his hotel. Tanner 
could not be located. He is said to have 
left Springfield at 6 o'clock. In declining 
the post Tanner established a record as a 
Democrat, passing up one of the best things 
which the governor will hand out. 


Mystery Shrouds Potts’ Oase. 

All sorts of mystery seems to shroud the 
appointment of state superintenderit of in- 
surance. Rufus M. Potts of Springfield was 
so sure he had been chosen that he prepared 
to go to Vermont as the official representative 
of Illinois at the national conference of in- 
surance superintendents. 

Potts’ friends here have @iseountéd the 
suggestion that Abraham Lincoln Champion 
of Pekin would get Supt. Potter’s place. It 
is up in the air” tonight who will be the 
pick. 

Potts’ friends say that he has the absolute 
assurance from Gov. Dunne that he will be 
appointed. 

There are many disappointed Democrats in 
town tonight Who aré Saying thé same thing, 
however. ' 

James Hyland becomes a member of the 
state board of administration to succeed 
former Judge Benjamin R. Burroughs of Ed- 
wardsville. The term of Thomas O’Conners, 
its secretary, expires Friday and he doubt- 
less will be reappointed. 


Winston Appointment Withheld, 

The west park and Lincoln park boards 
were named as had been indicated in earlier 
reports, except that Bertram Winston is in 
Europe and his appointment to the Lincoln 
park commission is withheld until he re- 
turns. 

Walter A. Shaw, who was conspicuous in 
the department of public works for a while, 
goes on the rivers and lakes commission. 
Thomas J. Healy probably can stay as a Re- 
publican member unless there is more of a 
ruction between the Deneen and Sherman 
elements than is now possible. None of the 
minority appointments will be made for two 
weeks. 

Oscar F. Nelson, appointed chief factory 
inspector, is one of the officials of the Chi- 
cago Federation of Labor who were haled be- 
fore the bar of the house recently and pil- 
loried because of the federation's reso- 
lutions charging that the defeat of the in- 
itiative and referendum resolution was due 
to the Lorimer faction, Lorimer having been 
in thé house when the resolution lost by one 
vote, 


Surprised by Appointments. 

The last of the appointments announced to- 
day had many surprises and there is poorly 
concealed ill feeling among the disappointed. 
As has been suggested, there are no appoint- 
ments made except of Democrats who may be 
counted upon as strongly pro-Dunne.

Brothc« Identifies Body. 

From the time of the finding of the body 
until yesterday the identity of the girl was 
not known here. All myatery regarding her 
was dispelled, however, with the arrival Mm 
Chicago of her brother, Attorney Bdward 
Lees of Alma, Wis., which was the dead 
girl's home until she came to Chicago four 
weeks ago and took up her residence at 1129 
East Fifty-fifth street. * 

On viewing the body at Hoest & Wrigut's 
undertaking rooms at 7008 North Clark street, 
Attorney Lees sobbed and covered his fate 
with his hands. 

“ That is my sister Alice,” hé said. “ There 
is no question about it. She left Alma on 
June 15 of this year, saying she wished 
to come to Chicago and secure permanent 
employment. I am afraid mother Will not 
be able to stand the shock of such terrible 
news, for she is 70 years old.” 


Notes Show Mind Was Gone. 

Scribbled notes found in the girl's room on 
Fifty-fifth street, as well as her strange ac- 
tions for some time past, prove beyond a 
doubt that her mind was deranged. Added 
to this is the knowledge gained by the po- 
lice yesterday that she had at Various times 
deen to sanitariums for treatment. A post- 
mortem examination of the body by Coro- 
ner’s Physician H. G. W. Reinhardt showed 
the girl had been suffering severe physital 
pain. It is believed this made her mental 
suffering all the keener and that some of the 
philosophy of “ Shirley may have suggest- 
ed the idea of suicide.

Mulhall identified receipts showing that Mc- 
Michael was on the manufacturers’ pay roll 
and described in detail how he met McDer- 
mott and McMichael in the secret room in the 
eapitol. which the stockyarda congressman 
had placed at his disposal.

CAN COUNTY RAISE | RAISE $800,000? 


McCormick Names Committee to 
Find Out if It Is Possible. 


WILL COMPLETE HOSPITAL. 


Bartzen Gang Defeats $15,000 Vote 
Fraud Appropriation. 


How to raise $800,000 to complete the new 
county hospital with a treasury already de- 
pleted is the problem confronting the county 
board. At yesterday’s meeting of the board 
President A. A. McCormick and other com- 
missioners admitted they were “ stumped.” 
President McCormick, with the sanction of 
the bogrd, has appointed a special commit- 
tee which will attempt to find ways and 
means of raising the necessary money. The 
committee, composed of five board members 
and five citizens, will meet tomorrow. A 
special meeting of the board also will be held 


| then to receive the committee's report. 


Worried Over Power Plant. 

The commissioners are particularly exer- 
cised over the immediate need of an enlarged 
power plant so that the construction of the 
hospital may not be stopped this winter for 
the lack of heat to dry Ou, the walls. 

“I admit we are in a desperate way,” 
President McCormick informed his col- 
leagues. ‘' The only remedy I sée is another 
bond issue.” 

The recent report by a committee appointed 
to investigate the hospital waa in the min- 
utes of a recent mee ing up for adoption. 
Commissioner Harris, with aid of Commis- 
sioner Burg, sought to have it expunged from 
the records. 

The motion was lost. Harris, Burg, and 
Nowak alone voted to exonerate the old 
board of blame. Harris and Burg both were 
members of the criticised body. 


Defeat $15,000 Appropriation. 

Later Burg led tne opposition to the $15,000 
appropriation for the special grand jury in- 
vestigating election frauds of last November. 
Despite the unusually earnest recom- 
mendation of the finance committee, Burg 
moved that the appropriation be separated 
from the rest of the financial report. This 
was done, and only the appropriation was 
defeated. The vote was five to four in its 
favor. Ten votes are necessary to adopt. 
Burg, Fitzgerald, Harris, and Nowak were 
the dissenters. Maloney passed. Anderson. 
Board, Gard, Mitchell, and .Moriarty ap- 
proved. Bartzen, Ragen. Kufliewski, and 
Coonley were absent.

Mrs. Emmeline Pankhurst, the militant 
euffraget leader, made a dramatic appear- 
ance yesterday on the stage of the Music 
Hall where the militants hold their weekly 
meetings. 

She was seated in an invalid 21 and 
was wrapped mshawle. She looked wan and 
ill and several nurses were in attendance. 
She was not molested by the police. 

Miss Annie Konney was Pearrested outside 
the hall after a desperate struggle. 

Lady Syhil Smith, Mrs. Pethick Lawrence, 
and Miss Evelyn Sharpe were released from 
jail. 


Washington, D. C., July 28.—[Special.)— 
Suffrage is to play a part in international 
relations. The women of Japan have ap- 
pealed to the women suffragists of the United 
States to assist in the friendly adjustment, 
of the California Japanese question.

The trap is set in a window. It consists 
of a box made to fit the window. The ends 
of the box and the bottom and top are made 
of wood, the sides of ordinary fly screening. 

At the bottom, both inside and outsive, 
there is a slit one-quarter of an inch wide. 
This leads into bottom of the trap, on 
which thé fly bait is placed. 

A few inches above the floor there is a 
ridged roof, made of fly screening. This 
converts the bottom part of the trap into a 
house shaped antechamber. 

The flies enter through the s)it from either 
the room or the outside air. Having eaten, 
they crawl up the sides and along the roof 
to the ridge, and then through holes along 
the ridge to the inside of the trap.

Find Rural Churches Suffer. 


Bethany Park, Ind., July 28.—[Special.]— 
The alarming condition of the rural church 
and of religious life in the country districts 
was shown by the leaders in the special na- 
tlonwide conference on the decline of the rural 
church, which opened here yesterday as the 
feature of the national chautauqua of the 
Christian church. 

The Rev. J. W. Street of Mackinaw, III. the 
noted rural specialist, who is in charge of 
the conference, declared religious conditions in 
the country are worse than had been reported 
and that if not remedied at once the country 
communities are doomed to endure a period of 
spiritual, educational, and industrial then- 
ism. He asserted the startling conditions have 
been precipitated to a large extent by the nar- 
rowness of the country preachers and the pro- 
vincial and unprogressive attitude of the mem- 
bers of rural communities. He declared the 
religious tendencies of city folk have been 
passive in recent years, but that the country 
people have actually maintained a desperately 
aggressive attitude against any up to date re- 
ligious ideas. 

More than 400 preachers from Illinois, Indi- 
ana, and Ohio, as well as many from distant 
parts of the country, are attending the sum-

Is It Just as Cheap. 

Some of our modern methods in the bheuse- 
keeping department would make our grand- 
mothers blush with shame. We buy our 
canned fruits, our preserves, jellies, bread, 
rolls, cakes, cooked meats, etc. Some one, has 
“Tt is just as cheap,” but is MT ke 
bread, for instance. My family will eat 20 
cents’. worth of baker's ‘bread a day-—for. the 
month 36. Now one and one-halt sacks of 
flour at $1.70 Sack ($2.55) will make bread for 
a month and also furnish enough flour for the 
pies, rolls, cakes, etc. The cost of bread, aside 
from the flour, is trifling, and home made 
bread is more filling and nutritious than 
baker's. And any woman with a determination 
to succeed can make bread, rolls, etc., with the 
excellent recipes we find in the paper every 
day. That is the way I learned. 

The same with canned fruits, preserves, etc. 
We can't blame the grocer.. He supplies what 
the trade demands. Why, you can scarcely 
buy good old fashioned cracked hominy any 
more. My grocer says he scarcely has a cal! 
for it. In its place is canned hominy at 10 
and 12% cents a pound, and 10 cents’ worth 
of the cracked hominy will furnish four or 
five meals, Buy in bulk such things as can 
be had, as rice, beans, hominy. They can all 
be cleaned. Sugar, buy by the sack; potatoes 
by the bushel. Always bey the best and never 
waste—for cash, if possible, and personally. 
Watch the little leaks, for, as my ou Scotch 
neighbor told me, when I was first married, 
“ Willful waste makes woeful want.“

Housekeeping a Business. 

I want to say to every woman that house- 
keering is a business and must be looked after 
the same as a man looks after his business at 
the store or office. I will tell you how I fur- 
nish the table for two grown persons on $1¢ 
per mont’: and buy the best food in the mar- 
ket. I buy the best cuts of meat, best cream- 
ery butter, and best flour. I send to the poun- 
try for eggs, so we never have any poor ones, 
and we get them cheaper. At the season of 
year when eggs are cheapest I dry and can 
airtight eggs for fall and winter cooking and 


continue to have brought from the farm eggs 


for table use. In summer I watch the market 
I buy grapes in 
when the market is overstocked and 
get good ones for from 25 to 50 cents per 
bushel, and put them up in tissue paper and 
cotton, so they last all winter. I buy apples 
the same way. In summer I buy sugar before 
the regular canning) season and get from two 
to four pounds more for $1 than I would get 
later, or buy by the sack. I pay cash for 
everything I buy. I also buy tomatoes for 
canning in the last half of the season and 
get them from 25 to 35 cents per bushel. 

I make my bread. A sack of flour that you 
will pay $1.50 or $1.76 for will make as much 
bread as would cost you $4 or $4.50 if you 


buy the bread. When I can tomatoes I save 
all the extra pieces for soup. I use beans two 
or three times a week. I bake, stew, and make 
soup of them. I use rice three or four times 
a week. 

Our gas bill is never more than 50 cents per

of 4 conte per month. I read the gas 3 
and if I find it is going to go over 50 cents I 
burn a candle in the living room if I am not 
reading. or save gas some other way. Our 
Water bill is never more than 60 cents per 
month. I use cistern water any place I can. 
Our board, washing, water and lights cost 
$11.20 per month. We have a garden. I work 
it myself. It furnishes all the vegetables we 
want for the summer months, which is a sav- 
ing of from $2 to $3 per month. When the 
vegetables are all in I buy six or eight small 
chickens, not half grown, coop them on the 
garden ground for a couple of weeks, then 
turn them out of the coop and let them run. 
I make a place for them to roost under the 
back porch, where they will be warm in the 
winter. I feed them the corn and other things 
that are left in the garden. 

Now, do not think I am a household drudge. 
I am not. I do nearly all my work in the 
forenoon. and have most of the afternoon to 
do what I like in. I belong. to a woman's club 
and a church. Mrs. L. W. C.

Kconemize on the rent. We live in a small 
basement flat where we have plenty of light, air, 
and have found it comfortable and healthful. 
With this there is a nice back yard with a tight 
fence, and our 3 year old son plays there safely 
and never is sick. I count this yard worth more 
than a much better flat without any. Play place 
for the boy. The cost of our flat is $12 a month. 
but we care for a small furnace that heats two 


flats above us and for this we are. paid $5 a 
0 


month. This is no more work than the care 

a stove in a stove heated flat, and it gives us a 
steam heated flat with hot water for $7 a month. 
My husband makes good wages, but we are sav- 
ing and hope in a few years to buy our own 
home in the edge of the city. I save a great 
deal by sewing for the boy and myself. I cut 
very carefully and get a garmenf out of less 
goods than most people. Many suits for the boy 
are made from an old garment and cost only 
time and patience. -Last winter I even made his 
overcoat from an old coat of his father’s and 
the only cost was velvet for the collar. Our 
recreation is mostly of an inexpensive sort. We 
take long walks to the lake or one of the large 
parks. We are near a branch of the public H- 
brary and read books and magazines from it. 
We have a piano in our home and never tire of 
our own music. M. H. K

Bake Beans in the Furnace. 


I support my mother as well as myself on 6 
salary of $50 per month. I buy nearly all gro- 
ceries at sales, getting only good brands from 
reliable manufacturers. We use meat only three 
or four times a week, except bacon, which we 
use daily. We use a variety of vegetables, buy- 
ing from a farmer every week. We buy eggs 
when cheap and put them down in water glass 
to be used when the price goes up to 40 cents 
per dozen. They are used in season in larger 
quantities, poached, boiled, and for cooking, as 
we do not try to economize at the expense of 
health. We have had delicious baked beans, 
baked in the furnace, also baked potatoes, mak- 
ing quite a difference in our gas bills. We alee 
bake bread, cookies, or cake at the same time 
once a week. I make most of my own clothes, 
buying when the material is cheap. Last sum- 
mer I purchased a $30 suit for $15. It is almost 
identically the same style as many of the 
latest spring suits. I also purchased two pieces 
of silk for 1.36 which make, with the help of 
a good pattern, dresses I could not duplicate at 
the stores for many times the cost... I make 
many waists. of remnants, 3 with bits of 
lace, which. cost. but a trifle compared with the 
ready made. I pay all my bills by „* E 
doing without un necessary things and living 
within my income I manage to save something

LONDON, July 29.—The Times prints four 
lost letters from Charlotte Bronte, the novel- 
ist, to Prot. Heger, in whose place in Brussels 
she was a pupil. 

The letters have been given to the British 
museum by Prof. Heger's son, Paul, who 
wishes, by the publication in the Times, to 
end the gossip and speculation as to the rela- 
tion between his father and Miss Bronte. The 
professor was, of course, the M. Paul Em- 
manuel of Villette.“ Three of the letters had 
been torn up, but were repaired, while the 
fourth was intact. 

Tue letters, Which were written in 1844-46, 
were the passionate, innocent outpourings of 
& woman craving for some response or some 
rémembrance from the master whom she had 
idealized. As the Times editorially says: All 
her life Miss Bronte had been in love with an 
Meal and in so far as Prof. Heger was her 
ideal, she was in love with him.”

Mince separately very fine. Mix all together. 
Add cinnamon, ginger, mace, and ground cloves 
—enough to spice pretty highly; then moisten 
with the juice of as many lemons as are re- 
quired to make it moderately soft; press firmly 
into jars. Don't fill too full; cover, and set 
away till Christmas. The suet must be boiled; 
that is what makes it keep so well. - Will 
keep for years, Put it in a pan, well covered 
with water. Let all the water boil away and 
then melt the fat out. Pour it into a pie dish 
with a little water at the bottom. Any sedi- 
ment will fall out and the suet will turn out a 


solid block of pure white fat,

MINCEMEAT II.—“ One pound of apples, half 
a pound of grapes, one-half a pound of raisins, 
one-half a pound of currants, one-fourth of a 
pound of brown sugar, one-fourth of a pound 
of mixed peel, grated lemon, or orange rind and 
juice; one-fourth of a teaspoonful cinnamon, 
a pinch of salt. Peel, core, and slice the ap- 
ples; stone the raisins, wash and dry the cur- 
rants, cut the peel, and chop all finely together, 
adding the sugar, which makes them easier to 
chop. Skin and stone the grapes, utting the 
pulp into a basin, and press well wih a wooden 
spoon; then add all the ingredients and mix 
thoroughly. Put into ajar and tie closely down 
at once. N. B.—(1) If wanted richer, a smaller 
quantity of apples may be used, and it is often 
preferred without the candied peel. (2) The 
grapes are used instead of suet; they make 
the mincemeat more luscious and yet more di- 
gestible than with a suet cooked only while the 
pies bake. If wanted to be eaten cold they are 
much nicer without the suet. This, of course, 
does not apply to the previous recipe.”

Native Sons Display Speedy Serv- 
ice and Accurate Placing 
‘ | at Onwentsia.

Yesterday was a great day for Native 
Bons.” While Maurice McLoughlin, the in- 
apiration of his fellow Californians, was giv-

Easy Win for Griffin. 
Griffin had an easier time than his fellow 
Golden Stater. He first met D. F. Wiley of 
Evanston, who looked quite amateurish be- 


fore the splendid placing of the Californian. | 


The score of the set was 6—2, 6—0. Mr. 
Knight then was haled into the court, and 
Mr. Griffin allowed him a game in each of 
the two sets necessary to show the Cali- 
fornian s superiority. 

Both Californians play like all native sons 
play. They have a fast service and lean on 
it throughout. They are both fair at volley- 
ing and about as near perfect in placing as
